The legislature seem s to think the 
license tax high enough.

islature refuses to raise the license 
tax, th en the road building must 
slow down or a property tax m ust 
be levied, or the constitution m ust ( 
be am ended, so th a t a gasoline tax 
can he levied. 
“ I have in mind th a t your organi­ 
zation. the C ham ber of Commerce, 
some of the m etropilitan new spapers 
any m any oth er organizations have 
been recently prodding the governor 
of M issouri to call a special session 
of the legislature to provide more 
revenue for road purposes. 
The gov­ 
ern o r knew and all law yer m em bers 
of the road com m ittee of the last 
legislature knew, or at least express­ 
ed them selves in the presence of 
the governor, th a t a law levying a 
gasoline tax would he unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The com m ittee could 
not 
agree on any oth er form of tax. 
Some suggested increasing the li­ 
cense tax and a large num ber th reat 
ened, th a t is a law w ere 
authorizing such a tax, they would 
su b ject it to a referendum . 
In my 
opinion, they would have referred 
the hill and I think the governor 
thought so,

Chairman Green, in the majority 
i -port, stated that expenditures un­ 
der the bill, estimated at $2,119,000,- 
'•00, could be met from prospective 
savings in current government ex­ 
penses and called for no additional 
faxes. 
The minority statement,

by Representatives Treadway, Mas­ 
sachusetts;

Connecticut; 
Watson, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Mills, 
New York declared if the bills were 
enacted its requirements threatened 
the likihood of future tax reductions.

Old Hooter Is

Ilewitt was really his name. 
Thero is a Hewitt Memorial foun­ 
tain In our town park today, where 
children press a button and drink 
the gushing water. He endowed it 
by will. 
But we boys knew him as 
Old Hooter.

The boy who could boast that he 
had circumvented Old Hooter, and 
showed a handful of green pears or 
plums as his trophy was a hero In 
the eyes of the crowd. 
How often I have seen Old Hoot­ 
er come flying out of his house !n 
a black rage, waving his knobby 
cane, while before him fled some 
small boy who had stolen his fruit, 
or called ‘‘Old Hooter I** in at his 
window. 
He n e v e r overtook and caught 
any of us except once, to my know­ 
ledge. And, at a safe distance, the 
gang would turn upon him. 
Thfcn the old man wojild shake his 
cane at us and mumble and hobble 
hack to the little house. 
And as 
soon as all was quiet two or three 
of us would steal up to the window 
again. 
“Hello, Old Hooter!” 
A handful of pebbles on the glass, 
and we would be flying for our 
Uves. 
He caught one of us hoys only 
once, to my remembrance. That boy 
was I. I had stolen up to gather a 
handful of plums, and all at once 
I saw a terrific form behind me, and 
a hand grasped me by the collar. 


I writhed and screamed: “Let me 
go, Old Hooter!” 
“What are you stealing my plums 
for?” 
"Lemme go! 
Please, I won’t 
never do it no more, Old Hooter!” 
He kept a grip on my collar and 
marched me Into the little house. 
I thought my last hour had come. 
I thought I should never leave the 
house alive. I was silent from very 
fear. 
Up the stairs, to a large, low 
room on the upper story. 
It was 
white-washed and the sun was 
streaming in at the window. 
And 
It was filled with children’s toys. 
I looked about me in amazement. 
On the floor was an immense circu­ 
lar railroad track, with engines and 
carriages and signal boxes. There 
were soldiers, too, regiments of 
them, blue and red and yellow, 
English and American, and bonny 
Scotsmen with kilts. 
And there 
were toy guns, and ammunition in 
the shape of dried peas that must 
have been there for years and years, 
so shriveled they had become. 
And there were drums and trum­ 
pets, and a concertina, and mechani­ 
cal things—and I looked at It all la 
astonishment. 
“Would you like to play with 
these?” asked Old Hooter. 
I nodded assent. 
“Whose do you think they are? 
Jit tell you. They’re Jimmy’s. Once 
I had a little boy like you. He died. 
I haven’t touched his toys since 
then. He used to sit here for hours, 
playing with them.” 
Old Hooter seemed to have for­ 
gotten me; I saw him mumbling to 
himself. 
“He was a good boy—like you, 
only he didn’t steal people’s plums. 
I thought maybe you’d like to play 
with Jimmy—” 
This was too much for me. 
I 
made a wild dash for the door and 
down the dark 
sUirs, expecting 
every inatant to see the dead Jimmy 
appear out of the shadows. Some­ 
how I reached the street. I often 
wished afterward that I bad had 
the courage to stay. But I never 
went near Old Hooter's house again. 
He died the next year and left 
the fountain, in memory of his son. 
I suppose the toys were taken by 
the furniture people who bought the 
contents of the house.

A factory 
stands there now. There’s nothing 
of Old Hooter but the fountain; and 
none of those who drink frou it 
trouble to rend the inscription.
